Merchants and tradesmen all seem to 
be busy, and although there, us in 
Victoria,there)Uj!(^if(derabIe gruml^l- 
ing about onll'lunes, ' chargeable to 
the do nothing policy of the Dominion 
Government in respect of railway con- 
struction, the people evince no dis- 
position to emigratb, "believing it bot^ 
ter patiently "to bear *'tlie ills they 
have,tbaqidy '.to others they know not 
'b(f/'''''|W'di3otioed several now build- 
ings in course of erection, foremost 
among them the new Colonial Hotel 
on Columbia. street,. which M. Arnaud 
is, puttingiup on th>e site where the old 
Colonial stood, wlticlj, ',wbeh tiOraplet- 
ed and furnished, will cost upwards 
of $20,000. Whatever others may 
think, certainly M. Arnaud has no 
doubt as to tho future of New West- 
minster. Nor have wo any doubt that 
New WestmihsterTvill yet be a lively, 
thiifty placej whether it he made tlie 
railway terminus or not. In tho U'raser 
Hiver it possesses a first-class high- 
way into tho iutorior of tbo country, 
over which a largo part of the eoiu- 
merce of tho Province must of neces- 
sity pass for aljl, time to .come^ impart- 
ing life and vigor to the place, 'tfie 
fishing interei.,' which is as yot iu its 
infancy, promises to bo iu importuiit 
element in the industrial prosperity of 
New Westminister, employing, as it 
already does, a large number; of 
persons in various ^oooupatiohs, jthej 
supplying of whoarf^nfib^sities is leTt 
to be a great advantage to tho mer 
ciiauts, traders and ciLizous of that 
place. Tho surrounding country is 
gradually filling up, the laud is ' being 
extensively cultivated, and a consider- 
able trade is already done between the 
tho settlers in tho rural di.s.ricts uud 
the townspeople. Ou the whole, wo 
should say tho |jrospects of New Wea't- 
minster are decidedly good. 

While in tho ex-capital, wo t'jolc oc 
casion lo visit tho Provincial Peniten- 
tiary, now in course of erection, at the 
rear of the Camp formerly occuijied by 
tho Royal Engineers. Tiie site of tho 
building has been well chosen, com 
mauding a splendid view of tho river 
up and down,'' and ; the surrounding 
country. It stands on an el6vut(!d 
plateau, and when completed will bo 
a couepioious object to persons passing 
up or down the river, rt-miuding those 
of a lawless turn of mind that "tho 
way of the transgressor is hard." 'I'ho 
walls of tbe .buildingi' ,^Jbiqh "are Tof 
massive-cut freestone ifrbm-4 he New- 
castle quarries, are up nearly to tho 
top of the second story, and present a 
solid, substantial appearance. Tiio 
inner walls itro of brick, inanufaotorod 
on the ground, and have the appear- 
ance of being.ai firsttola$B artibl^^ '^^Sr 
various appliances which the eontraSQtl 
torn have brought into requisition for 
the performance ot the work they have 
in hand, sjooak well for their energy 
and enterprise. Arossrs. Kinsman &, 
Stylos, the contractoiu for the stone 
and brick-work, have coDstructed a 
tramway from tho edge of the river to 
tho locality of the building, up \tliiuli 
tho heavy blocks of stone, limo, lum- 
her, and everything olso required in 
the 'cdh^ti^ubtion of the edifice are 
drawn by 'a stationary five-horse power

yards of steel wire ropo, with which 
tho cars aro hauled up and let ,dowu 
the ^,gbeavy incline. With', this 
applii^ce asinuch stone can be delivr 
ered oh the ground from the debk 
of a vessel in a day ns could be ac- 
complished by twenty teams of horses. 
Withih a fbv^ rods of the building ox- 
collont olay for brick-making purposes 
is found, whore all the brick for' tho 
edilice is manufactured by^ a'-^ machine 
Ccipiible of turning out twenty thous- 
and bricks por diem. The stone used 
in the superstructure is of a much 

qu"alily,'=ftnd said to be better adapted 
for building purposes. The brick ia 
of a vory dark red color, and has 
every appearance of being a durable 
article. Tho contractors for the wood 
work [ftljessrs.. Muirhflad. & ^Mann] 
have likewise eveiry thing invad-rS 
mirablo shape for doing work- expe- 
ditiously and well. A largo proportion 
of tho joiner work — doors, window 
frauies, sashes, mouldings,' etc.. — is 
done by machinery, also driven by a 
five-horse power engine, embracing 
circular and other saws, morticing and 
other machines employed in the trade 
for labor-saving purposes, which are 
not only eeonomizerp of labor but turn 
out work in a more >inished~8tyle than 
if pfifformed by hao^".! 'iii ''Wnaoc- 
tiou with the machine shop is a drying 
room, into which doors, sashes, etc., 
are placed aftci' being put together, 
and subjected to a process of seasou- 
iutr before being glued and perma- 
nently completed. We understand 
the contractors have until September 
lioxt to complete their contract, and, 
to judge by tho forward state of the 
work at present, we shotild say the^ 
wilUb^ q»iteiffi»dy5^a«^the„^inft <i*^ipii • 
latod. The work is an . ■dxoeedingly 
heavy undertaking. 1"'^ it seems to

Having gone the rounds of tho Pen- 
itentiary works, we next proceeded to 
the site of the Provincial Lunatic Asy- 
lum, in course of construction by 
Messrs. MaMaj ^ Co., contraotore, for. 
the Provincial *"6overnment. This' 
work appears to progress somewhat 
slowly', only tho stone foundation of 
which is yet laid. Tho site for the 
building has been anything but well 
chosen, the ground being low and 
uneven. We know not who the ar- 
chitect is that drew; the plans, but we 
ciuestion if ho ever saw the inside of a 
modern Lunatic Asylum. It looks 
mure like a copy of some old-fashioned 
p ri8Q0^§^^€^r(p'|ito^ydjr«^criniin al s 
doomed to drag , put. a miserable exiet- 
ence on accom^t q;^ their ..sin^ against 
Bucitty. than aihomef^fbrithose- linfdr-' 
tuuat'es 'bei-oft of reason, who are in- 
capable of taking caro of themselves, 
and whoso sad condition appeals for 
.sympathy and tenderest ,.care,.i..to a 
benevolent public. There will be no 
place for in-door exercise iox the 
patients during the cold and- rainy 
season, tho largest room for; their 
accommodation, if we remember 
rightly, not exceeding 18 feet squaire, 
and jwhaipihto. thi8",jx)otn, ipossibly 1 25 
or .30 patients may daily be crowded: 
for at least one half of the year, their 
unfortunate condition may bo bettor 
ima^'in■ ..iian described. .The win- 
dows, which should bo of a largo size, 
so ns to admit , plenty of light and 
sunshiuo, will be only a trifle over two 
feet injvidth an'd Of ft height cor- 
respond, so that tho patients when 
in-door.-: will dwell in a condition of 
almost perpetual gloom, a state better 
calculated to induce mania than to 
remove'' it. The slooi)ing apart- 
ments -are to be dismal little 
cbllfJ about 7 foot long by 5 feet wide, one 
/pr each patient, and already there are 
more lunatics in tho asylum horo than 
tho now buildiog when completed will ac- 
uoinmojiito.'' 'The fact of tho raattor ia, to 
KO on and ootnplete the now asylum ac- 
eoriliii;,' to tho preaeut pluuH will bo no 
tliiiij,' short of an absolute waste of public 
mollify. 

After snoing-all the wonderful sights in 
and ul)out New WeatmiaBtor,, we.eng^ged 
a scut in Lawu' stage and starttid'tor Bur ' 
r.trd I'llbt, having boon frequently invit- 
ed to visit tlio lumber mills in thr.t tbriv- 
im^ locality. A rough rido cf niuo miles 
l)nju;,'iit us to tho Inlet, where wo found 
tlio little steamer Lily in wailing to ferry 
us over tlio Wutor to Moody & Oo.'s mill 
.-Vrrivoil there, wo wore cordially reo^ived 
by the ollieer.s in charge of tho workn and 
shown over tho estublislimerit. From 
what Wfi had proviouslj heard of tlio Bur- 
rard Inlet milla we were |)ri'piu-eil to .see a 
liu'gi' imd well conducted cbt^blishmeiit. 
but the inagiiitiide of the w.rks, and the 
urilor and tiyHtcm by which the whole 
were governed, far exoeudad our highoat 
e.xpouiationa. The mill itself is a mam 
moth building upwards of 300 fuet in' 
length, 2T0 feet of whiak ia roofed over 
and covered for tho greater part with oor- 
nigiiteil iron. Th'i interior prosonts a 
eonipliitti network of shafts, bands and 
wheels, by which tho muchinory is kept 
in motion, the whole being dri-e)a|by a 
powerful steam engine. Which 'formerly 
bolougud to H.iVI.S. Spurrowhawk. About' 
,S0i8aw.9.w^re in opai^atioD, and the way 
'they converted imm'enso logs of wood into 
lumber of various lengths and thicktiesKea 
was Bumothing marvellous, Over 100 
aion aro omplovod immodintely about the 
mill, and not loss than 800 persons find 
employment in one way or another iu 
conuootion with this e«tal)lishment, la 
oonneotiou with tho mills is an oxtonsivo 
machfno shop, whore repairs of ' the ma- 
chinnry aro effected expeditiously and 
elu'iiply. 'Tiiedailv avorugo output of 
hi ii.l.i!,' i,s about GD.'OOO feat, and tho ag- 
gr(;gato unuiiaiL cut and shipped from tho 
1st of January ta the 5th of April, inclu- 
sive, was 4,118.481 itpe}. Sinne the 1k- 
mento^.dMttt p| .Mri.JlIpodjr, jjrfio waf the 



master spirit of this groat concern', the 
ovorpiglit of tlio business has devolved 
upon ISfr. Hugh Nelson, who in all res- 
pects seems to be well qjidliflod for the 
onorous duties of /the statj'on. Wo havct 
to thank bim iind the aqveVal oiBoeja, or 
the estftbUahmenf for their oburtegy dur- 
ing the brief period of onr.'visit. 

Wo also paid a flying visit to the Hast- 
ings Milli'On the opposito eido gf the In- 
let, and were fortunate in finding Cnpt. 
Raymur. the superintendent of the esfab- 
lisbniont, there. The Captain courteous- 
ly showed ua over tho works, which are 
quite equal in extent to its neighbor, and 
capaple of turning out an ^qnal amount 
Rdn^mW^ .Evary thing about this mill, 
aSTibdtaxTihe other, indina(ed economy in 
the managemout, watchful care, serupu-

ponents of the Liibsral Party;— right or 
wrong, they're "agin it." Speeches "in 
opposition to the GoitBrnmenfrpolioy were 
.made by one or two farmers thiough mis- 
apprehension without stoppin ;' to inquire 
whelbor'the tax intended to bo imposed 
TwoUld bo equitable or not in its opera- 
tion. Tho Rpeakors— rotably tho chairman 
— condomnud taxation because the cpun 
try was not "well enough off" to meet it 
This from men who hove met and paid an 
odious and inequitable road-tax for years 
is indeed surprising. Undprithe ; system 
of taxation imposed by the late Govern- 
tnont tho poor man is taxed as heavily as 
tUo xioh man, because tho tax wos ou tho 
acreage hold by each individual. As an 
oxaiuple: A,, who owns u farm at Saanich 
of SOU acres and worth S1500, pays as 
high a tax as tho Puget Sound' Ag'rioul- 
tural Company on every' 800 acres field at 
S20,000 between Victoria and Es^Luimalt. 
Under the sybtem proposed by the Elliott 
Ministry tho farn.or at Saanich would 
pay on bis ^00 acres S7 00; and the Pugot 
Sound Agricultural Company would pay 
on their 300 acres SIOO. Is not Saonioh 
oiul every other district oblo to meet a 
tax that places tho burthen on the sboul- 
dors of tUoso best ublo to bear it, as the 
tax proposed by tho Elliott Qovornmont 
certuinly will? The speakers also called 
on the Government to "take tha'$bOO,000 
from' Canada iiocos ory to relievo tho 
country of its debt." In ono of tho po- 
pular oook books a recipe for preparing 
a haro for the table begins, "First catch 
your hare." If tho South Saanich speak- 
ers can point out to tho Government a 
practiqable method for inducing Canada 
loi bftpApvar, the ,$500,000 ,ihey j^ill be 
entitled to public thank's; biit the Govern 
inent Ipid returns before the Houso on 
Saturday which showed that as early as 
the 3d of March they had anticipated the 
wish of tho South Saauichers and made

The steamer Otter rutnxood to port yes 
terday at 3 p.m. after a futile search for 
the steomer Sir Jumer Douglas. Tbe Ot 
torit will be rememberej left hero on 
the 9th inst.; sho proceeded nt once to 
Nonaimo and having coaled sailed thence 
on the lOth for Capo Mudge. Arrived 
at this ppiut she sent a boat ashore to h arn 
if anything had lieeii heard of tho Doug- 
las, but tho reply being in the negative 
she steamed to Waddiugton Harbor, hefid. 
of Bute Inlet. Hero they learnt from the 
Indians that nothing had beon seen of 
the enrvoy pariy^pr steamer and moreover 
that thdire hod been no ice in the Inlet all 
winter. Tho Otter then returned to Cope 
Mudge whence she went to Alert Bay. 
Here she spoko tho sohoonor Bnranza — 
uU'wall-^-bound for Woodcock's Landing.

It is quite true that n State may even bo 
enriched by hoooniing the debtor of an- 
other State, if tho borrowed moLey bo ex- 
pended on reproductive works; but that is 
not what Great Britain. did.. nor is' it what 
our labV mlbistV^ did'for British Colum 
bia, -Mr. Wolkem bimdblf beiiigiWttiess. 
He tells us that though a long aud costly 
road was constructed ostensihli/ to opoa up 
the country and fostor iminigrotion, the 
pooplo aro leaving the country and 7iol 
coming. 

Mr. Walkem contended that, although 
there ore now heovy oloims.'on. tbo^treos 
ury which ooonot bo met for wontof-tsasb, 
tho Province is not in debt heoOnso the 
Dominion Government has to pay us in- 
terest ou a certain sum, the diilorenco be- 
tween our actual debt ut the tinio of con- 
federation aud tho amount the Dominion 
was bound to assume for us had oar 
debt reaohod that.

But admitting that tliis Provinoo is not 
bankrupt in point of fact, it is now in 
dosparate straits for want of tho needful, 
and Mr^. ^alkein knows well (li<>na '^het-, 
ter) that mahy a'pr6u"3 cbmm'erolol h'buse 
whose asset I, in tu/nnsic valno, for ex- 
ceeded its debt, lias boon forced into 
baukrnptcj beouuse it could not realize 
to meet immediate demands. To prevent 
the Province, which is in a similar prodio- 
amont, from being driven to a similar 
extremity is tho onerous burden bequeath- 
ed to our present ISIiuiatry by the oligar-'

Ho knows 
full well, too, that of tho supplio:\ to (las- 
aiar a very largo proportion indeed will 
pass directly from San Fraiici.sco and 
Portland to tho miner, much of it — nearly 
all tho food— paying neither oustoms du- 
ties to tho Dominion, of which wo form a 
part, profit to our raorchonts, nor, if we 
aro fools enough to permit it, a cent to- 
wards constructing and keeping in repair 
tho very roods and trails giving access to 
those rich uiinos. To talk of class legis- 
lation indeed! Tho boot is on tlio other 
leg. Our bona fide settlors ; ro taxed that 
others, who noitlior nro nor ever will bo 
Bottlfi-s, may liiivo froo ingress and ogress 
lo and from gold Uelds, carrying in their 
foreign grown food witbtbem apdoarryipg 
out our gold, Tho result will in thedoiig 
run, if permitted to continue, prove more 
disat'trous to our Provinco than has the 
extortionate Prussian demand ou France. 

Of course, it was to bo expected that 
Mr. Wolkem should donounoo tho appli- 
cation to tbO;PP!^inion Government for 
a loan; but.'tbe.,mwor(^y, ,of . Repplo don't 
believe tliot Mr. Modkenzla ^haa any in-
